"Very shallow soil areas have 


not turfed over as much as the 


deep hardland and there is a 


lot of sideoats gamma, however 


scattered through the sites. There 
places won't do much until enough 
grass is here to hold the water 
when itr&ins,” he continued. 


He explained that by running 
fewer mother cows, they are pro­ 
ducing more grass. 
This he con 
tinued, "requires less winter feed­ 
ing and less labor and produces 
larger and more thrifty calves 
than before, and a thrifty calf 
w ill 
bring 
more 
money 
per 
pound.” 


Largest pasture on the ranch 
has stock water near both ends. 
They are about two miles apart 
and when the south part of it has 
been grazed sufficiently he sim­ 
ply moves the salt and cuts on 
the water at the north end, there­ 
by forcing the cattle to graze the 
north portion. 


They have continued to keep 
livestock numbers down to about 
25 animal units per section since 
19*17. 
He deferred tw’o pastures 
during the growing season this 
year to continue the range im­ 
provement program.
